The* .city will lose $7,000,000 in .state 
revenue for 1932, an equivalent of $3.64 
in the tax rate, he said.

Sum of $540,000 Possible in 
Five Months foi- llie rVcedy 
— Mayor Urges Budget Cuts 



A day's pay eaeli month for five months 
from every person on the city payroll, 
wliioli wonlii moan $540, noo, rather tiian 
a rut in salaries or wholesale discharges, k 
and the most rigid economy ever l;no\vn 
at City Hall, occupied the attention of 
Mayor Curley and liia departmental 
heads for more than two lioiirs this after- 
noon. The ofiicials voted the aiihsirip- 
tion for the I'liblic Welfare Deparinienr 
wlthotit a dissentinR voice and listened 
with rapt attention to tlie mayor's recital 
of ttie oity'.s financial plight and the need 
of getting the huiiget down to last year's 
figure or less. 

Never before had the mayor spoken 
with au<-h power or frankness. He told 
his official family that they must help 
him hear the responsibility for the bal- 
ancing of the budget. He expressed his 
surprise that department heads should 
have subnntted liieir year's piusram to' 
the tune of $5,100,000 more than the ex- 
penditures of !a=t year, and he told them 
to go over the es'lniates again and cut 
everytning to tne none, 'then he pro- 
ceeded to indicate how all non-essentials 
should he eliminated. 

First, was the rather trivial matter of 
roping off the streets for public events, 
the customary exiiendlture l>eing $1500 
a year. This will be cut out and the 
police will have to do the necessary rop 
iiig, even for tlie .Marathon run. Second, 
In the reform list is that of the printlnw 
Qf public documents, for which $5o.0oJ 
Is annually appropriated. There will he 
no printing of public documents, except 
those of the city auditor. Third, m tlie 
matter of two extra elections this year, 
there is a $75,000 increase for tlie de- 
partment, but instead of appointing sev- 
eral election officers for ea<'b precinct, 
there will iK" only a warden and it clerk 
under pay. the oiliers to Ix; supplied from 
the Public Weirare Department.

I.,ike many anoihpr rrstrict^-d bequpst, the 
utilization of the large fund left to the city 
In 1922 by George R. White is now puzzling its 
benoticiariep. According to the terms of the 
will, the net income is to be used "for creating 
Iworks of public utility and beauty, for the use 
and enjoyment of the inhabitants of fu- city 
of Boston.'' The income has been iisi-d in the 
past 10 buim specially equipped centres in 
various parts of the city where health educa- 
tion and preventive medicine are taught to 
mothers and children. Seven of thc.=e "health 
units" are now in operation, and others arc 
Qc5:rat3le. H-l. unfortunately, there Is no pro- 
vision for the administrative and maintenance 
^expenses, which amount to $40,000 a year for 
each unit. Tlie city cannot afford at this 
time to undertake to operate any moic. 

■W'hat then shall the White fund's income 
be u.seci lor? Plainly it .should not go for struc- 
tures that the city would ordinarily build with 
lt.s own funds, but the need for buildings of 
unusual purposes seems to be at present non- 
existent.

Eight Hundred Will 

Feel Economy 

Order 



Eight hundred Boston police and 
firemen who have not yet reached the 
niaxinnim pay of $2100 a year will 
lose their step-rate increase of $100 
this year under Mayor Curley's i 
economy order, suspendins the slid- j 
ing scale for the first time. j 

In his previous orders auiing inf pasi 
two years, the Mayor banned s-alary In- 
creases for city employees, excepting 
only the police and firemen. But ^his , 
year the axe will be carried Into these 
two departments as well as the others 
to effect KiO pAtrolm<-M ann 27" firemen, 
who have not hpcn in the service six ■ 
.\'ears. 

Knteting the .«pivlce the police and 
flremen are paid $)fi(H) for the first year, 
and are then siven a 51<«l increase each 
veai- until they reach the $:'.10O ma.x,- 
inum. But in an effort to lop J-'j.UXI.OOO 
off the 1932 budget estimates amountmE 
to J-(4,000,nOO, and avert any avoidable 
increase in tax rate, the Mayor will 
deny all salary increases this year. He

No New Fire Appiratu*

There Is a bust of George Washing-

Lafayette made that 
leniark when ho visited Boston after 
Washington's death. 

Fart of His Own Library 

Included among the other Wiishing- 
ton property are the gold medal 
awarded to General Washington by 
Congress, which is the jiroperty of 
the city and is preserved in the Pub- 
lic Library. 

It, commemorates his first great 
military victory, the raising of the 
Kiogo of Boston and the evacuation 
by I he British troops in 177fi.

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"Tlio h;;i(lr]i of municipal taxation

a. terrible biirdcn on tho home owners 
to ]i,ny the taxes, but it has driven in- 
(dustry out of the St«to and will con- 
tinue to do so unless something is 
done to slop it. Something drastic 
must be done to prevent the furtVier 
increase of municipal expenditures. 
Perhaps you will say that they have 
all had their lesson and realize front 
what has happened to Fall River ond 
other citie.? that they must change 
heir ways and practice economy. 

Perhaps .some of you read with in- 
terest the account of the meeting of 
the Mayors' Club in Boston recently. 
The Mayors' Club is a very useful or- 
ganization which m'ct.s monthly to 
discuss their A'ariuUa problems. Tlia 
laccount of the meeting would bo 
humorous, if it wasn't .'o tragic, bo- 
cause while all of these Mayors recog- 
nize tho seriousness of the tiuancial 
situation In which thev arc placed, not 
one had any suggestion for reduction 
of expenditure and economy.

Taxation Lawyer Speaks 

T'hilip Niihnl.s. taxation ];iw>cr ,'ind 
director of the Massachusetts "Tax .As- 
sociation, spoke on the questiou of

'jected by legislation to greater expert 
State supervision and popular control. 
It was hoped liiaL Thomas A. Mulien 
or Edward T. Kellj', chairman of ilio 
Board of Assessors, would be at the 
meeting to present their views on tho 
Legisl.itive proposal of the Mas.'--a;hn- 
setts Tax Association, but it was im- 
possible for tlieni to l)e present. 
Mr Nichols said, among other things: 
"Either Mr Mullen or Mr Kelly or 
any other representative of the city of 
Boston were here, he would concedo 
that the situation is not good in re- 
gard to municipal taxation. I will not 
.bore .vou with ligures \vhich don't 
mean very much unless you can carry 
them in your mind, but it is a fact 
that tlio growth of the burden of taxa- 
tion In Mass:achusctts in the last JO 
years has been appalling. 

"In tho period .sini'o tlio war the in- 
flation and apparent prosjicrity have 
resulted in an almost unlimited in- 
crease in l-ixation.

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"Ton Bad" About Boston 

I "The Mriynr of tlii.s ciiy h.Ts evi- 
dently sensed this situation so that 
lie has proiiosed to cut S.'i percent from 
the city budget. If that can be done 
that of course means cutting the taxes 
down. But did yon note the way it 
was done? He said he would do that 
if it was necessary to close the mu- 
nicipal beaches arid playgrounds, and. 
if necessary, reduce the police and 
fire force. It is too bad that the city 
of Boston in the year 19,'12 lias to talk 
of closing tho public playgrounds and 
public beaches, and this year, oC all 
j'ears, reducing the police and f.ro 
protection.

"So, I am afraid that if you con- 
tinue leaving this questinu of levymg 
this question of municipal economy to 
the elected representatives of the 
people, the taxpayers will not have 
relief, or If they do have relief, it 
will bo. done in such a way as to 
make relief more objectionable than 
tho tax burden itself. 

Rigid Limit Doesn'l Work 

"You sa.y that only .so much in 'he 
way of taxes shall be raised in your 
city during the year, and then elect 'he 
same soi't of councilmcn. A rigid tax 
limit has been tried over and over 
again and it doesn't worii. Conse- 
quently the people in some parts of tiie 
.State have reached around to fin 1 
some other form of tax limit, some 
control by Intelligent thinking men 
over tho appropriations which hcedle.'?^ 
councilmcn are apt to make. Th^ Mas-

HokUrs of police, "hero medals' in 
eluding a number of men now retiitd 
who r€f(:'eived those aw.Hrcis years ago. 
have been denied the $l'S bonus whieh 
has been paid since Ifiiis. by a recent 
ruIluK of the Corporation Counsel. 

This was revealed in a twopape 
general order issued by Police Commis- 
sioner Hultman today for tl>e informa- 
tion of the department, in which he 
quotes letters between his office and 
Rupert S. Carven. city • auditor and 
Mayor Curley. 

CommisHi<iner Hult'man's first intima- 
tion that the practice which has been 
followed for years mluht be illegal was 
in the form rif a letter from Mr. Carven! 
dated Jan. n, in whi''!i hi- said that the 
f25 annual sift would be disallowed until 
"such time as concurrent action of the 
mayor and police commissioner is filed 
In this office." 

Cotnmissioner Hultman then wrote to 
Mayor Curlcy, enclosiiiK a coiiy of the 
t^^arvei letter, and .'^aid tltai he could find 
no record in the department since an 
order was pa.ssed on Feb. 3. 18!tx, and ap- 
proved by tl)f then mayor a few days 
later, approvinp sucl- an hnriorarimn. 

In his lett(_-r . llidttnan .said. "How- 
ever. I desire to avoid any technicalities 
If the'city auditor is correct in his Inter 
pretation of the law, and members of the 
department who have rendered auch 
gloriivis and efficient service will not re 
celce all that is due thi'ni under the law. 
It will have a most seriou--: effect upon 
the mor;^ic o| , the deiuirinicnt. There 
fore, I reftuesf that your honor take suit- 
able action, so that tiie payment of these 
honorariums may not be stopped." 

Mr. Hultm:iu received on tlic following 
<lay a one-paragraph answer from the 
mayor which said: '1 have examined the 
report us submitted by you to me this 
day, with reference to the payment of 
f25 additional to certain police officers 
fui meritorious service. 1 conferred with 
the corporatioti counsel relative m tiii.- 
matter when it was called to my atten 
tlon bv the city auditor, and the eonwrn 
t:on counsel informs me lliai under the 
law there is no way in which a payment 
of this kind can be legally made by the 

city." 

Commissioner Hultman indicated hiti 
belief todav. however, that the bonus is 
legal, and an apparent deadlock on the 
niatier evisted

civilization oi the camp and tho 
civilization of the workshop, as he so

And annlhct of his notable oratorical 
e Hurts In recent years that it was my 
privilege to have heard-his P'^a for 
Irish freedom "-roru a joint committee 
of the Hnu.se ,M.d .Senate al Wa.shing- 
t(,n which held his atulltors spell- 
bound for nearly three hours, was a 
happy blending of solid historical fact 
wlth'fervid appeals to the emotions. 

Look over yoiir list of orators and, 
with certain exceptions, yo\i will fmd 
l* to be a Hi:' of scholars. Borah has 
been a student all his life. So has 
.Tames M. Curley. thovigh his schooling 
baa come from burning the midnight 
oil over books rather than from the 
oolleg* Iwture. Thomai A. Mullen wa« 
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apeak* alongr rapidly «t nearly an vmt 

tone. Mr Mullen la one of the »oat 
r^pid of our platform apeakeri — and 
though but an oratorical tortolga oom-, 
paied with Phillips Brooks, whO' 
poured forth his oratorical torrent at 
30'J words a minuto, is nevertheless a 
cause of wonderment as he cuts out at 
200 words or more a minute, with 
s..'arcely a pause for breath, and never 
an enforced pause for word or idea. 

Yet a great majority of our platform 
wctors rarely make anything like for- 
nal pVcparatlon for their »peeche«, 
Bourke Cochran never did, A good 
inowledge of the subject they must 
lave of course: what they say and how 
.hey say tt they leave for occasion to 
mint out. 

"Sometime"," Mr Mullen told me, 
'the color of a drapery, the make of; 
1 chair or piece of furniture, or the! 
ast of some face or group of persona 
n the audience, will suggest an Idea 
for developing the main thought," 1 

Cochran said: "The effect In speech' 
Is the ex tempore one. Addresses 
written and committed beforehand 
never iiave the same influence over a. 
mi.xed and excited audience that words 
inspired by the immediate occasion do. 
You may forecast your topic, and of 
couise you must have adequate, 
familiarity with it, and know what' 
special phase of it you are to present; 
but any further preparation than this 
Is of little avail. For you can never^ 
tell beforehand In what humor ydlil*' 
audience will be, nor wiiat circum- 
stances may arise to modify the situa- 
tion. A true speech is the creltlon of 
the moment, but It is so created, not, 
as one might suppose, by the orator, 
iiut by hi.s audience." ' 

The orator Cochran said, forgets 
himself, becomes almost unconscious 
of his i irroundings. He could almost 
. redit the story told of Henry Clay, 
that when he was in the midst of an 
firatlon ho lost physical sensitivity, ao 
tli."t he did no* feel the prick of a pin 
run into his flesh. 

Yet ther is another school of oratory 
—that of the less fiery and emotional 
type- in which the pin-prick test could 
not be r-! commended. Mayor Jimmy 
Walker, for instance, probably would 
feel it keenly. Y'et taw persons ran ao i 
captivate an audience as can ho. Hlal 
i.s the briijht, sparkling, happily- 1 
phr'i.sed talk, rather than the Impaa- ' 
sioned appeal. 

Even Tom Mullen doubtless would 
not respond favorably to the pin test: 
l:U voice rings clear as a bell, and hia 
words, when occasion demands, are 
tipped with vitriol or with honey; but 
he rarely so.xrs to the passionate 
licirht.s, h'ittinL rather at the head than 
nt the heart of hi.s hearers. 

1 mentioned the voice, then dropped 
if. Yes, a good vnli e is Itnportant. But 
clarity Ir the great essential. Mayor 
Ci:r'ey ha.i a tremendously well devel-l 
r,| ed vocal o.gan-and a pliable one.' 
He can makk it cover the whole scale 
of emotionnl expres.sion. 

William Jenning.s Bryan was superb. 
ly equippe.l in this respect— a big voire, 
nnd a nii,^hty oral cavity (Mouth, In 
Anelo Sa.son) that acted as a huge 
rounding board. Whether Bryan ever 
took regular lessons In order to make 
bept use of that voice of his I do not' 
know. Mayor Curley, I believe, did. 
At least, so I have been told, and I 
have never thought to ask him 
nbcut It.

On the Democratic Side 

Thei'e is no use in afteinptlng to 
deny the fact that the "victory din- 
ner" the Democrats had In this citj' 
last week failed to come up to ex- 
pectations. Disappointnifcnt was In- 
evitable after so much publlcitv had 
been gh'eh to tiie stories that Ex- 
Gov Alfred E. Smith would let It be 
knov.'ii fui that occasion whether or 
not he intends to he a candidate for 
the Democratic, nomination for Prcsi- 
dent. The politicians, hotli here and 
in New York, felt certain that Mr 
Smith would not announce his plans 
here at this time. Nevertheless, liis 
failure to do so made the progress 
of tlie dinner to some extent an anti- 
climax. 

The «common explanation of Mr 
•Smith's present attitude Is that he 
does not desire the nomination of Gov 
Franklin It. Roosevelt and i^s keeping 
his own plans .secret in order to pre- 
vent tlie election of delegates pledged 
to the latter. In Massachusetts, for 
example, the announcement of Mr 
Smith'* candidacy would aweep the 

State; the situation is similar in other 
places. If a suthcicnt number of un- 
pledged delegations, or delegations 
pledged to "favorite sons" go to the 
national convention, It may be pos- 
Kible to prevent the nomination of Gov 
Roosevelt, who appears now to be far 
in the lead. That s<:iicme would go 
Ijy default If Mr Smith said now he 
had nrj intentir»n of running again. It 
is generally Ijelieved, however, that he 
will not be a candidate. 

On the other hand, there is the story 
that the Kx-Governor of New York 
is really working in the interests of 
the present (iovernrjr and that the 
two have agreed that the course taken 
by Mr Smith will in the end help Mr 
Roosevelt. 

Recent reports from Washington a.ld 
'New York -tlicy may well iin preju- 
diced- are to the effect that Gov Roose- 
velt already has the Presidential nom- 
ination "all sewed up" and can count 
on the support of mo'e than two- 
thirds of tlie delegates to the coming 
national convention of the party. If 
this statement proves to he true Mayor 
Giirley will he most advantageously 
situated in Massacliunetts. The Mayor 
is an experienced politician, and it is 
generally believed tliat before he came 
out for (Jov Roosevelt lie felt rea,son- 
ably certain Alfred E. Smith would 
not be a c.indidate. No one knows 
better tluni Mr Curley lli.it it would 
be imposHllile to carry Massachusetts 
for Gov Roosevelt when Mr Smith was 
In the field. If It happens that Mr 
Roosevelt Is nominated and elected 
Mayor Curley will be on top of the 
Wave.

Passage of 
the bill in the final form acceptable 
to President Hoover is expected late 
this week. President Hoover is be- 
lieved to have about decided on the four 
directors he will appoint and the cor- 
poration Is expected to be in operation 
before the end of this month. 

Senator Copeland's amendment was 
voted down for the second time. This 
amendment, de^iigned particularly to re- 
lieve New York and other large cities, 
differed from the senator's original ' 
amendment in that it limited to $200,- 
000,000 loans that might be made to 
cities and states at any one time. The 
vote by which the Senate defeated the 
amendment was ,13 to 24, 

MMI IS CORPORATION' LOANS 
The Senate adopted two new amend- 
ments, one offered by Senator Powell, 
Republican, of Nebraska, to limit loans 
to any one corporation or its subsid- 
iaries to $100,000,000, and the other, j 
offered by Senator Wheeler, Democrat, 
of Montana, to require the secretary of 
agriculture to give pr«.>fercnce to sections 
which had crop failures last year, in 
making 'oans to farmers. 

Senator.s Walcott, Norbeck, Brookhart, 
Townsend, Glas.s, Bulkeley and Fletcher 
were named as the Senate conferees. 
The chief point of difference in the 
Senate and the House bills is over the 
rediscount feature in the House hill. Thej 
latter would make the finance corpora-i 
tion's bonds .subject to rediscount by 
the federal reserve banks and require 
the allocation of 10 per cent, of the 
corporation's $500,000,000 capital to ag- 
ricultural credit a.s.socia lions. 

The Senate confinees are expected to 
staftd stubbornly against acceptance of 
these provisions.

"Losses which America and the 
Americans sustained in these recent 
years of adversity will be more than 
offset by the new moral code which 
, will rise out of all depression, crime 
wave and lax morals," Mayor Jame.s 
M. Curley said yesterday afternoon, 
speaking before the annual meeting of 
tho Florence Crittcnton League of 
Compassion' in the ballroom of the 
Hotel Statler. 

Addressing a luncheon gathering of 
about 300 guests. Mayor Curley was 
I most optimistic about morals in the 
future, saying that he believes present 
business conditions in Boston foretell 
the change. Stating that he read a 
book last evening which told of life 
in the United States for the 10 years 
following the Civil War he added: 

"The chaptcr.s read like something 
one might picture in New York night 
life. Gay parties, liquor, dance halls, 
a letting down of moral behavior. It 
struck me as a picture of what wo 
lived through after the World War. i 
Out of the first came a rt.'turn of a 
good moral period and I can see now 
that M'e are drifting back to a good 
normal, moral life. 

"Thi.s- restless post-war day has been 
telt not only in city life, hut in the 
home. We felt it in the restlessness 
in our own home. Mrs Curley called 
niy attention to the fact that our 
children had few engagements in the 
home; they wanted to be on the . 
ail the time, because all their trie 
were on the go. I was being ca I 
upon to speak or go to affairs si.-i d; 
a week. It was part of tho resf 
age. 



"Wfe tried to be hopeful about the 
business depression as we are aboul 
ti-'e morals. We tried to believe Pre*i« 
dent Hoover when ho promised U8 
prosperity. Both failed, his promise 
and the prosperity. Again his promise 
of prosperity in 1930, his utterances 
on March 1, 1931, instead of showing-

[ business depression, left us in a condi- ]

"Must Care for Our People" 

"We have to face the present and 
meet the future. Boston is planning 
to raise a fund of .$.3,000,000, two thirds 
to be used for Piibiio Welfare work 
and the other third to sustain organ- 
ization.s such as tho Florence Crittcn- 
ton and other organizations. An al- 
most impossible task face.- the insti- 
tutions whi<h must keep operative, the 
hospitals, the homes.

TO TAKE ACTION 

To Present Any Loans Act 
Violation to Jury 



"If thff Stat* supervisor of small 
loans reports to me that there have 
been any violations of the small loans 
act In Suffolk County I will immedi- 
ately place the matter before the Grand 
Jury," Dist Atty William J. Foley 
said today. "For that matter, if any- 
one reports to this office any violations 
of the act I will %a before the Grand 
Jury with the evidence." 

Dist Atty Foley said that he had not 
receive^i any complaint from any 
schoolteacher or attorney j-epresentinjf 
any schoolteacher involving a \'iolHtion 
of the amal] loans act. '^ 

Mayor Curle_\ yesterday made a 
statement concerning- the small loans 
act in a. case called to his attention b; 
atiorney Arthur .}. Gro.'^s 

Attorney Gross, representing- a Bos- 
ton schoolteacher, enlisted the aid of 
the Mayor in a ca.se wliere it ]■-; ai- , 
leged a small loan of $,'300 was pyra- 
mided into a debt of $3500 by rr.oney 
lenders over a period of six years. 

The amount was pyramided, accord- 
ing to the attorney, by subsequent bor- 
rowings to meet interest and refund- 
ing charges, and the schoolteacher 
novt tinds herself with assignments of 
I'er wages to the excent of $3500. A 
settlement will be effected in the case, 
it was learned todaj'. 

In a letter to attorney Gross the 
Mayor yesterday said: "In my Judg- 
ment it is clearly a matter foi- .an In- 
vestigation and action by the district 
attorney, who, I am quite certain, 
would unhesitatingly assign a force of 
in.spectors and investgators to go mto 
the matter fully, with a view to as- 
certain if, as it is clearly evident, 
there is collusion and con.spiiacy on 
j the part of the money lender.s to prac- 
tice usury and in such manner defeat 
I the. intent of the law adopted for the 
protection of the tjorrower." 

The district attorney poirited out to- 
day that while a ,:iPmber of the .House 
and .Senate he had actively backed .''nd 
fought against an ».ttempted repeal of 
the Small Loans ai l and was well 
versed in all its provisions. 

He said that he had heard nothing 
from Karl E. Cevidson, the Staie su- 
pervisor, findei the law Davidson'.? 
supervision extends only ov. r loans up 
to .$.300 and beyond that amount money 
lenders are not supervised. 

Earl E. Davidson, State supcrviKoi- 
of small loans, r. -lid this morning 
that he had received no communica- 
tion from either attorney Arthur .1. 
Gross or Mayor Curley containing any 
complaint or charge against any small 
'oan agency in its dealings with a 
Boston schoolteacher. 

Mr Davidson said that he investi- 
gates all complaints which come to 
him affecting the dealings of bor- 
rowers with the small loan agencies 
and that he is now investigating a 
case which in some respects rcaembiKs 
the one of which he read in the papors. 
He said, however, that the per.son 
Involved In not a iichoolteaoher and 
t>iat he had heard nothing in the -wiig 
of a complaint from a schoolteacher

Boston is expected to be th« 
spickest community in America 
when a new system of street clean- 
ing, the plan of Mayor Curley, 
goes into effect within the next 
few weeks. 

Under the plan, the city will b« 
divided into 126 areas, each con- 
.sisting of five miles of streets. In 
addition to the regular men of the 
public works department who will 
go about their uiual duties, four 
unemployed men, now receiving fi- 
nancial assistance from the city, 
will be .is.slgned to each area to 
sweep each street daily and r&- 
move debris. 

Street cleaning will be done with 
machine-like precision. Gutter? 
will be cleaned daily and stagnant 
water n^ longer will be permitted 
•n depressions in roadbeds. 

Uivision Engineer Adolph Posi 
of the .lan-tary division of the pub- 
lic works department has been as- 
signed to ■'.vork out the details. 

Indications are that eventually p 
number of permanent po.sltions wil 
be created and that the system wil 
become a regular part of the dutiet 
of the public works department. 

Jobless men assigned to the worli 
will be drawn from the 3200 whr 
now work several days a week in 
the park and public works depart- 
ments.

The Public Service Committee asked

Says the City Auditor 

To the Editor of The Herald: 

The editorial In this morning's Her- 
ald entitled "Big Cities Solvent?" do€.s 
a grave Injustice to the high financial 
credit of the city of Bcston. In thLs edi- 
torial you state, "the conditions in the.se 
four largest cities, New York. Chicago, 
Philadelphia and Detroit, probably ex- 
ist In lesser degree elsewhere, with the 
probable exception of Milwaukee." Why 
did you not except Boston? The condi- 
tions you refer to are non-existent in 
Boston, for the reason that there were 
no temporary loans in anticipation of 
taxes outstanding Dec. 31. 1931, the end 
of the fiscal year. A little Investigation 
would have .shown that the city of Bos- 
ton had bon-owed $24,000,000 during 
the past year In anticipation of the 
taxes, which came due Oct. 2 without 
interest, and that within the fir.^t 
seven days of October, the total amount 
of $24,000,000 Imrrowed had been paid. 
This being so, it is quite clear that Bos- 
ton should not have been Included with 
those cities which are unable to meet 
their temporary loan.s when due. 

It Is unfortunate that editorials and 
statements appearing in newspapers are 
based upon insufficient knowledge of 
the true flnanclnl condition of the city 
of Boston. Bond hou.ses and investors. 
however, apprcciato that during normal 
times the bonds offered by the city of 
Boston are the most desirable for in- 
vestment of any of those offered by the 
great cities of the country. 

The reason that many municinalities 
find them.s<}lves in financial difficiilties 
at the present time Is due in large 
measure to the burrion of increased ap- 
propriations made for the relief of em- 
ploves discharged bv Industrial organl- 
j!ations. Another rea.son ,t fleeting the 
cash position of municipaliti'-.s is the 
inability to collect the normal amonnt 
of taxes, due again to the unemploy- 
mont situation. 

In the .solution of the serlou.s prob- 
lems confronting the mayors of cities 
and the .selectmen of towns it would an- 
near to be the part of wisdom for bank- 
ine Institutions to lend their aid 
through finaneing temiK)rarv loans in 
anticipation of taxes at a fair rate of 
Interest. The.se temporary loans are 
the highest character of Inve.stment for 
banks and it Is well known that the 
cities and towns of Ma.ssachusetts have 
always met their fempovary 1nnn obli- 
gations. Thi.s being so. it is difficult to 
iinrierstatid th- pttit\ide of bank offi- 
cials in denying temoorai-y loan assist - 
nnce to the municinalities of the state 
who are .sorely In need of such a-ssLst- 
ance to carrv on th'^ activiti'-s of their 
munieipalitips for th- henlth. welfare 
and nro.soevltv of the iiconle. as well as 
fo-- the protection of their nronertv. 

Th" pre.srjnt dO'-s not anpear to Ik 
tho nroper time to hamncv munlclnal 
oTlclals who are doing their utmost to 
alleviate the suffcrlnss cfiusprt by the 
unemnlovmen'- situ^'tion. It dops. how- 
ever, annear to be tbn tim" wlT^n all the 
recsonable financial P'^sistance neces- 
sary to continue the protv-r spn-lce of 
government shoi'ld b; offered by thp 
bfi"ks of th" .stat->.

DIRECT FEDERAL AID 

It Is foolish for easterners to dismiss tlie sub- 
ject of direct federal relief a-s so -.in-Ajiicriran 
and so similar to the dole that it is repugnant 
to the people. A sub-commiUoe of the Senate 
has reported as approvrc! a bill drawn by Sena- 
tors La Follettc and Costigan. wlio is liiiely to 
ibe heard from very often hereafl<'r, which would 
put $375,000,000 at the disposal of states on the 
basis of population and distress. Tliat the issue 
is not to be brushed aside lightly is indicated by 
the di.scussion scheduled for this evening at the 
chamber of commerce between Eliot Wadsworth 
of Bo.st,on, and William Hodson. executive direc- 
tor of the welfare council of New York. 

President Hoover is opposed to such federal 
grants. Walt^-r Gilford, who heads the national 
relief committee, is thoroughly in accord with 
him. T!-.e present attitude of Congress is shown 
by its refusal to heed the requests of Mayors 
Walker of New York and Curley of Baston. Of 
2700 chambers of commerce, 2,'jOO have put them- 
selves on record as opposed to such a scheme, 
knd only 200 favor It. The reports coming to 
Washington are evidenne that practically all 
needs can be met by home communities without 
federal assistance. 

There is a general realization that the nation 
which Is showing a deficit In the billions Is not 
in ft position to lavish huge sums on the state.*. 
There Is also an understanding of the slownesa 
of federal administration of funds, the wasteful- 
ness of It and its general InefTectlveness. But It 
will be .lust as well lor the public to Inform It- 
self as the matt>« Is certain to come up from 
tte* to time la variou. forma before Congrew 
adJowM.

Instead of n. paltry $5,000,000 navIng 
In the municipal budget for ]932, It is 
expected that the figure will be nearer 
$7,000,000, according to the I^st of un- 
•ilTicial estimates from City Hall today. 
Of chief Interest Jn the work thus far 
has been the mayor's deflnlte refuFal of 
I'oliee Commissioner Eugene C. Hult- 
man's request to contlnuo the step in- 
creases to policemen who have not re- 
ceived their maximum salary of $2100. 

That refusal was put In the form 
of a letter to thr police commissioner 
today after he had vigorously fought for 
what he called "simple jusUce" to the 
recruit policemen who enter the service 
at $16.10 a year with the undc- r.standlng 
that tliey shall receive an additional $100 
yearly until the maximum Is reached. 
That maximum, as Mr. Hultman pointed 
out, is much lower than the maximum 
S*Ui In seyerBl onnniunltle« near Boa-

Th^ 
falling off in State revenut and the Ini 
crease in State assessment, coupled With 
tlie tinprecedenlcd demands for the relief 
of the unemployed and the needy, leave 
no alternative other than the exercise of 
the most rigid character of economy If 
the present wage scale Is to be main- 
tained. I am doing everything that can 
be done to preserve the present wage 
scale and in this work I believe that f\ 
am entitled to cheerful cooperation by) 
every department/I official, Including' 
the police cnmmisHioner. 

"In my opinion there Is no way to 
Justify ih» granting of slep-rnte increases 
for the year VJ32 and I have Instructed 
the budget commlKKloner not to include 
them in the budget for 1932."

SALARY INCREASES 
CUT FROM BUDGET 



Mayor Cvirley yesterday madr a 
virtual dnmanrt on Police Commissioner 
Hultman for Mic "cheerful co-opcra- 
tlon" in the furtherance of his policy 
of the most rigid economy in munic- 
ipal expenditures which all other de- 
partmental officials will be forced to 
jvecogni?,e. 

In calling on Hultman to stop "quib- 
bling on individual or legal interpre- 
tations with reference to' the continu- 
ance of the step-rate increases this 
year" the mayor made pointed refer- 
ence to the difficulty of preserving ex- 
isting municipal wase scales and em- 
bodied an implied warnin'; to Hultman 
and the police departmcni thai there 
is no certainty that salaries will not be 
reduced. 

To convince Hultman that patrolmen 
not receiving the maximum annual 
salary of $2100 reached after six years 
o( service will not be granted any in- 
crease thi.s year, the mayor d( dared 
that he had ordered Budget Commi.s- 
sioner Pnx lo exclude .salary increase 
item.^ from the police department 
liudget. 

The effort of Hultman lo insist that 
the step-rate Increa.ses be paid thi.s year 
threaten.'^ to develop into a definite 
show-down about the cost of the police 
department. Tlic mayor is adamant in 
his determination that a policy of 
economy shall b," inaugurated, and he 
proposes to hold Hultman to .strict ac- 
countability for failure to co-operate. 

The ma^^'or has been advised that Ills 
authority is decisive in the matter of 
salarv increases and that the police 
commissioner must recognize that 
power. 

Taking occasion to reiterate his dis- 
asreement with the opinions of Gov. 
Ely and private and scnu-public em- 
ployers that wages should be reduced 
fiom 10 to 20 per cent., the mayor 
stre.s.sed his belief that existing wage 
iScalr-« arc not excessive and should be 
Imaintained. 

"It would be most pleasing to me." 
he wrote Hultman. "to gratify the do- 
ihires of the men in the police depart- 
ment and en.joy their continued good- 
will by giving approval this year to 
the step-rate inerea.se, but were I to 
give approval in the police department 
there is no vvav that I could .justify 
withholding approval </; men in the 
fire department, and if granted in these 
two departments it would be unjust to 
refuse a similar grant to all other pub- 
lic' employes entering the service of the 
city at a low scale in anticipation of 
annual step-rate increases. 

"In my opinion it is not a time for 
(luibbling on individual or legal inter- 
pretations with reference to the con- 
tinuance of the step-rate increases this 
year.

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Municipal Thrift Difficult Because 
Of State Laws and Charter Provisions 



To the Editor of The Herald: j 

In the many dLseussions of the ex- i 
travagances of local city governments, j 
It seems to me one Important and fun- 
damental reason has been only hinted at 
01- overlooked entirely, viz: that under 
rules laid down by city charter oi- state 
authority or both, thrift Ls distinctly 
penalized. 

For those who have not had experi- 
ence in practical city government, this 
condition is made clearer by consider- 
ing a specific example. To operate any 
city department requhes a certain 
amount of money, To obtain thlf! 
money the head of the department pre- 
' pares an estimate, submit-s It to the 
• mayor, who uses it as a basis for an 
'item in his budget. The mayor submiUs 
hi.s budget to the aldermen or membe:,-s 
of the council, who either appropriate 
(lie monev suffgeslcd or reduce the 
amount. They may not raise it. 

Now, In order to g.H the money re- 
quLsite for the department, it i>f 
e&sential for the original e.stimate to 
include not only the needed amoinit, 
but an allowance for reductions botli 
by the mayor and aldermen. Thus \m- 
less the department head, the one who 
knows most about the requirements, 
deliberately overestimates, his dcpart- 
ini nt will not get the money absolutely 
needed. 

! It is impossible to estimate exactly 
I the cost of running a city department, 
I but herau,se penalties are heavy for 
.•spending or incurring indebtedness be- 
[yond the appropriation, the error in the 



estimate must always be on the top 
side. Assuming the error is somewhat 
large, either because tiie mayor is less 
anxious than usual to retrench or be- 
cause the arguments concesting ptie 
"over" In the estimate are unuswilly 
plausible, or because economy has 
cea.sed to be a watchword and become a 
reality, it becomes discernible to the 
department head that under normal 
circumstances there will be a surplus. 

Can he carry over that surplus to a 
year when any or all the influences 
cited are not propitious? He cannot. 
All department surpluses revert to the 
general city treasury. In the good old 
town meeting days the appropriations 
for a department were generally worded 
"and the unexpended balance." Under 
our present rules for cities, not only 
does a department not have the benefit 
of its saving, but when next it, makes its 
estimate the mayoi' says, "What, ask 
for $100,000 when you only spent $90,- 
000 last year? I am sori-y, but the tax 
payers vvill not permit any such hi- 
creases in tlie budget." 

Thus, no matter what the conditions 
that brouyiu about the -surph.s, not 
only does that saving accrue to the 
bfuefit of the department that made 
it, but the department suffers the fol- 
lowing year tjeoause of the saving. With 
sueli a .system in force, when one year's 
relap.se into honesty either in estimate 
or expenditure may handicap a depav;- 
ment for five years, is it any wonder 
iliat economy is the exception and ex- 
travagance the rule?

Most Sensitive ^ 
Of Governors to Newspaper 
Reports and Interpretation 

Resented Prominence Press Gave to 

Mayor Curley's Criticism 

of His Message 



By W. K, MULLINS 

Newspaper headlines and editorials 
make a deep Impression on Gov. Ely. 
When he fir.st came to the Stal^ House 
more than a year ago reporters who 
came in contact with him in the collec- 
tion of news labored tinder the im- 
pression that he was completely im- 
pervious to the prot^ucts of their daily 
grist. They became convinced that all 
public affairs within reason would be 
freely discussed for publication at the 
' daily press conferences he immediately 
Installed. 

That fake impression has been dis- 
pelled. They now know that he is prob- 
ably a more sensitive Governor in his 
reacti6ns to what is published in re- 
lation to his administration than any o£ 
his Immediate predcessors. His irrita- 
tion on occasion at their interpretation 
of events has been surprising and sug- 
gets that he might like to censor some 
of it btforc it is published. 

In the actual distribution of news I 
from the executive office the reporters 
have discovered that they are giycn only 
what he wants them to have. Barely 
does he permit himself to be quoted, and 
they realize now that when he greets 
them with the laconic observation "No 
news today, boys.- it doesn't mean any- 
thing. When the •'boys" hear that an- 
nouncement now they immediately sus- 
pect that something good is waiting to 
be dug up. The press conferences are 
iceiierally a wa.ste of time, althougli fre- 
quently made pleasant by the Dover- 
lor's undeniatjly excellent "wisecracks." 
"rhat the Governor can Jose his tem- 
»r was eloquently demonstrated last 
Kfxk when a reporter for one of the 
iewspapcr.s was ordered into the august 
presence to explain a story which had 
,een published in th^ first edition of his 
paper Not satisfied with the explana-

Aboit f.vo months will elapse be- 
fore thn timo expires for Ihe filin.s; , 
nf nomination papers for election as 
delegates to the iiationM conventions 
pf the two great political parties; the 
primaries in which the delegates will 
l)e chosen have been net for April ^b. 
There has already been some gossip 
about the election of delegates to i\v: 
Republican convention; "slates for 
district delegates have been brought 
'forward In Ine Kssex and Worcester 
districts, and numerous peopla hava 
been mentioned as possible delegates 
at-large. 

Most o( these m»tt«ra, howeve., 
will probably wait on the proposed re- 
orranization of the nepuhlican party 
,in the State. This word "reorganiza- 
tion" is not applied to the mcetinRa 
designed to unify the party on tne 
issues of the caripaign. but rather t > 
the attempt of Ex-Senator Butler to 
put the partv organization In sound 
financial condition through the pay- 
ment of its large debt and the raising 
of funds for the coming campaign. 

If Mr Butler succeeds In what he 
Ihas set out to do, the party will owu 
'him what Is commonly termed a 
great debt of gratitude." There was 
no particular reason why he should 
assume tlie burden of rescuing Uio 
party in Massachusetts. He has hr..cl 
soma unpleasant political experiences 
in the last three or four years, and 
the average man under si'tn circum- 
stances would be quite content to sit 
on the side-lines and iet someone else 
ido the wroi-k, but Mr Butler responded 
to the call made on him, and the credit 
'will be his if thti organization here Is 
put on Iti feet in time to accomplish 
anytliir.g In the campaign next Fall. 

The ex-Senator will probably ac- 
complish what he has undertaken, but 
In the meantime the wet and dry issue 
will continue to plague Massachusetig 
Republicans and perhaps make it im- 
possible for them to carry fh» Ptat« 
for President Hoover or for their 
State ticket. The two divergent wings 
of the party must lay aside that is- 
sue before they can look ahead with 
much confidence. Amos L. Taylor, 
ihairman of the Republican State 
Committee, did his best a long time 
ago to keep prohibition out of politics 
ihere, but he failed «nd there are no 
' ."Igns of better things for the Im- 
medlHte future. 

It looks now as though Mi Butler, 
whether h' wants to or not, would 
have to pay some attention to these 
differences among Repi-.blicar.s. If ha 
and his associates raise money for 
the campaign they will have some- 
thing to say about the uses to which 
the funds shall be devoted, and in con- 
sequence their influence will doubtless 
be felt In the selection of delegates, 
especially the de!egate«-at-largo to the 
coming national convention of the 
party. In all probability, Mr Butler 
himself will be forced to go on the 
"slate" for delegates at-large. 

Among the Democrats 

Massachusetts Democrats, united on 
the prohibition Issue, are looking for- 
ward to a contest for the election of 
delegates to their national convention. 
They -were disappointed because Ex- 
Gov' Smith did rot say at the dinner 
li«« a. few dave asro whether or not be 



would be a candidate for the presiden- 
tial election, but there i.s no evidence 
that he Intend.s to disclose hia plans 
In the near future. 

Slime of the political experts believe 
Mr Smith wants to prevent the nomi- 
nation of Gov Roosevelt for the Presi- 
dency; others say the ex-Governor Is 
really working In beh.sif of his suc- 
cessor although apparently opposing 
him- a third grouo thinks Mr Smith 
and Mr Raskob have in mind the pos- 
sibility of controlling a sufflclent num- 
ber of delegates so that they can make 
a bargain with Mr Roosevelt before 
he secures the two-thirds vote neces- 
sary for a nomination In the conven- 
tion.

Ex-Mayor John E. Walsh, in favor, 
was one of the throns of about l.W 
Revere residents at the hearing- He 
said "any change in Revere is for the 
better; thi'.iKs t-an'l be any woise 
tiKTC. One of the quickest solutions to 
the problems that beset Revere is in 
annexation." 

Mr Drlnkwater, after an extended 
discussion of the city's problems, point- 
ed out that a«nexation would remove 
the Police ai;d Fire Depaitmonts, and, 
ir, a measure, the School Department 
"away from the dictatorship of the 
politicians, the dictatorship which 
points the finger at every applicant 
and at every applicant's relatives."

Boston will be able to get along 
without them for a year at least, and some 
,$30,000 will be saved. 

Such economies are invariably unpleasant, 
out^when there simply isn't money enough to

people who supply th^ non-es.scntials usually 
•uflcr first. Mayors wi.l probably nave to take 
dmllar action m many other ca.ses during the 
next twelve months.

In presenting his proposal, Maym- 
Curley declared the present method 
of taxing automobiles is not fair.

by other governments. . , , . ' 

-In anticipation of that which is in- 
evitable, namely, repudiation, we fmd 
the financial institutions conserving' 
their resources, or, as they term it, 
maintaining their a.ssets -in a "quid 
condition with the result that the Am- 
erican manufacturer or merchant, re- 
gardless of the standing or reputation 
of the concern which he represents. 
finds it difficult and, in mast cases 
impossible, to secure the necessary fi- 
nancing for the conduct of his biis^i- 
ness which is the life-blood of the 
community in which his ent/>rprise is 
located," Curlcy .said. 
' The mayor said ho was opposed to 
the dole or il^ equivalent and the 
only alternative was, "a program ot 
construction .so that opportunity for 
work, mav be provided the l»ople.

■ To help out the ome«, Mayor Curley propose^ 
an increane in the gasoline taxW«Wnftnt« a gal- 
lon, and a jump In the rate of taxation on incomes 
from intangibles from six to ten per cent. Mayor 
Ashley, opposing both suggestions, proposes an n- 
crease to three per cent in the rate on earned in- 
comes. 

The effect in either case would be to increase 
the sums the municipalities receive from the state 
each year. It should be clear, however, that this 
Increase would be possible only by making the peo- 
ple of each community pay more taxes. What we 
get from th« state does not come from a magic 
cornucopia. It is not a gift. It Is revenue col- 
lected from us and then paid back to us. To .n- 
orease the income tax would reduce the sum, the 
city would have to assess against real estate and 
Itaxable personalty, but would increase the tax«3 
Of all whQ i>ay on incomes. 

Essentially, the problem that faces the cities is 
the same as that facing the federal government. 
Tax sources have dwindled. Revenues have de- 
creased much faster than expenses of government. 
In the national field the remedy arreed upon is a 
double one of retrenchment and increased taxes. 
These are the only measures available m the case 
of the states and the municipalities. If, in Mas.5a- 
chusetts, a change in the income tax is desirable, 
it seems to us that a better proposal than either 
of those m >de would be a graduated tax with In- 
creased rates in the higher brackets.

Addressing the civic service clubs 
of Boston and vicinity as the rep-i 
rosentatlve of Mayor James M. Cijr- 1 
Ijsa;,, Conry said: 

"President Harding boastea that 
the United States would not enter 
the I..eaKue of Nations by tho front 
door, side door, back door nor cellar . 
door. This appears to have been the ! 
policy ot the government for 10 ; 
years, and yet tho secretary of state 
publishes a proclamation today which - 
has all the elements of a preface to ' 
a proclamation of war, based on the 
theory of the League ot Nations. 

"Japan is In Manchuria and Is 
there to stay. There are no indica- 
tions that any American rights will 
be disturbed or lessened under Jap- 
anese occupation." 

He said he was familiar with Ru»- ' 
sian-Japanese military operations 25 
years ago and said: "I hope I voice 
the sentiments of every man in Mas- 
sachusetts in saying that we give 
notice to the secretary of state that 
America has no intention of emulat- 
ing Russia's blunders along theLlao- 
Yang river, AVith the knowledge and 
recollection of that campaign still 
hefoi'e nie, I must take the earliest 
opportunity to protest to tho secre- 
tary ot state against any language to 
.fapan which may require the pres- 
ence of American soldiers in any part 
of Manchuria." 

He suggested that it would have 
been a real service to Cliina to adopt 
Mayor James M. Curley's suggestion 
that Amefica give 200,000,000 bu.shcls 
of wheat to starving Chinese and a 
benefit to the American farmer. 

"Now," he said, "we are asked to 
consider the matter ot shipping sol- 
diers to a point in Manchuria as a 
possible assistance to a stete or 
province which the Chinese ap- 
parently do not want."

at a Democratic victory dinner in 
Boston. Reports have it that at this j 
dinner the Democracy of Massachu- 
setts will acclaim Smith as the 1 
party .^tanilard bearer, and some| 
aver that the former governor will 
make a declaration of his candidacy. 
Under these circumstances it is nat- 
ural that leaders in both major par- 
ties should be waiting with some 
concern for what Smith has to say.

Tliese aver that 
the titular he-ad of the Democratic 
party has a warm place in his heart 
for Massachusetts, chiefly because 
of the vote given him in this state 
during the last campaign, and that 
he wants to make his declaration 
wliile in the Bay state. The correct- 
ness of this view will be known 
soon, and moanwhile political Icad- 
ei-s througlout tlic nation are 
anxiously waiting for the events of 
tonight. 

Thcio's certain to be a measure 
of tenseness when Democrats gather 
to hear Smith, for Mayor Curley of 
Boston will be present as a speaker, 
and Gov Ely, of course, will bo on 
the program.

Walsh said he would join with Cope- 
'.and In seeking adoption of the 
$200,000,000 nuinlclpal fund. 

The parliamentary tangle, which 
blocked the reconstruction financte 
bill, gave Copeland and his support- 
ers an opportunity to re-open the 
battle over municipal loans. Adminis- 
tration leaders were forced to pass 
the Hou.se bill, even though a similar 
b!U was approved by the Senate last 
week. This gave the munlclp,il group i 
a eliance to force another vote on 
j their proposal. 

' In bis appeal for help, Mayor Cur- 
ley said: 

"Pa.ssage of the reconstruction fin- 
ance bill without Inclusion of a pro- 
vision for loans to municipalities of 
the United States will result In great- 
er hardship on the people than the 
closing of banks."

Former Governor Smith's visit was 
not entlrelv Kicking in political slg- 
nlticRnce. 'Per one thing he made 
clear that the Issues on which thef| 
party will center is the Hascob pian 
for giving the states an opportunity 
to do what they want on prohibition, 
a scientific tariff and the reorganiza- 
tion of government to save expense. 
His remarks on the prohibition issue 
could be construed as a warning to 
potential presidential candidates to 
get together and agree to support the 
Raskob plan Instead of advancing 
their own individual Ideas on how to 
handle the question. Particularly 
did it seem to be an invitation to 
Governor Roosevelt, who ha.? not 
warmed particularly to the Baskob 
stiiemc. to get In line.

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' Boston's Postofflce Corner 
Stone 

A press dispatch from Boston tells 
us, apropos of the corner-stone exer- 
cises P'riday at the now postoffice, 
that "someliow the excitement that 
'attended the corner-stone layini^ of 
'its predecessor (iO years ago was 
'lacking." This report will not be 
regarded as an overstatement. In 
its issue Friday evening the Boston 
Transcript appears to have publish- 
ed no report of the ojcercises at al!; 
,on Saturday morning the Herald had 
32 lines about the affair. A New 
[ York evening paper, on the other 
[hand, gave a fairly conspicuous ac- 
count with lieadlines emphasizing 
the fact that "notable were present," 
but likewise insisting that there was 
"no excitement like that seen at 
'the ceremony 60 years ago." 

The notables present at Friday's 
exercises, according to the New 
York paper, included Gov Ely and 
Senator Walsh, but the Herald's ac- 
count makes no mention of Senator 
Walsh and says that DeWitt C. De- 
I Wolf was there, but not the gover- 
i nor. Both accounts agree that_^jyor 
Curlej made a speqph. The affaii 
was not political. It was arranged 
I by the Chamber of Commerce. Per- 
haps it could be called civic, or 
quasi-civic. It seems also to have 
been civil. But no one thought it 
i significant. 

In October, 1871, when the corner 
stone of the old postoffice, now de- 
molished, was laid. President Grant 
and all the members of the cabinet 
came from Washington. The coun- 
try was smaller then, large build- 
ings were more of a novelty, and 
Boston's relative importance was 
greater. With fewer amusements,"" 
fewer holidays and longer working 
hours, there was doubtless stronger 
zeal for parades and celebrations. 

But it cannot be said that there 
has been any lack of interest in 
plans and operations connected with 
Boston's postoffice of 1931-32. In 
fact, examination of the records 
would doubtless show that there had 
been more talk about the new struc- 
ture than the old. Only a few 
months ago the Democratic mayor 
of Boston and the Republican heads 
of the postoffice department were 
exchanging caustic persiflage. Con- 
tention and agitation, then com- 
plaints about the long delay and 
supposedly slow progress, have char- 
acterized the development of the 
project. The steel frame of the new 
building has been erected with some 
Wm>t friction but so far without 
lie crifieJUim.

Urge Upon Congress That Provision for Loans 
to MuniGipallties or Their Redlscountability 
by the Federal Reserve Be Included In the 
ReconstruGtlon Bill 



Mayor Ashley ye.sterday received 
from Mayor James M. Curley of 
Boston a telegram Ill'tTthiff'his co- 
operation In urging upon Congress 
the inclusion in the reconstruction 
bill of a provision for loans to 
municipalities of the United States, 
or their redlscountability by the 
Federal Reserve. 

The telegram was as follows; 
Hon. Charles S. Ashley, New Bed- 
ford, Mass. 

"Passage of the reconstruction bill 
without the inclusion of provision 
for loans to municipalities of the 
United States or thi reiiiscountabil- 
■ity of the same by the Federal Re- 
serve, will result in greater hard- 
ship to the people of America ttian 
that which took place as a conse- 
quence of the closing' of banks. 

"Indications are, in New England 
at least, that baniiing institutions 
wfll refuse in many cases to make 
(loans to municipalities in anticipa- 
tion of taxes. The investment 
aaencie.'j that have ))urchased the.se 
shbrt-timo loans in anticipation of 
taxes in the past ;ire not in a posi- 
tion to do so at the present time 
and the banks are the only possible 
.oourcc for securing this money, 
which is necessary for the conduct 
of tine activities of every American 
municipality. 

"Relief for the municipalities is 
possible, provided there is a provi- 
sion in the reconstruction loan 
which will permit of the corpora- 
tion making loans to municipalities 
in anticipation of taxes. The in- 
jurious effects resulting from thj 
closing of flnancial institutions in 
America can in no wise be com- 
pared with the tremendous injury 
Jhat will result in the event that 
provision is not made for the safe- 



guarding of the municipalities of 
America. 

"As a rule ta.Kcs are levied for 
collection in the fall of the year, 
generally about October 1, and 
short-time loans are necessary be- 
tween January 1 and October t to 
conduct municipal departments un- 
til taxes are paid in the fall of the 
year. The security pledged again.'5t 
these loans represents the entire 
assets of each municipality, and is 
the highest type of security possi- 
ble. Failure to provide the meas- 
ure of protection necessary means 
hardship in every section of Ameri- 
ca and ■ a prolongation of the ee- 
pres.'^ion. 

"The adoption of the amendment 
as here presented is vital since a 
suspension of health, police, are 
protection and abandonment of 
welfare work and educational ae- 
tivities would ho di.=;astrous. 

"I have memorialized the United 
States Senate and leaders In Con- 
gros.s, including the House commit- 
tee on appropriations and SpeaiMr 
Garner, in behalf of the munlct- 
palities of America. If in your 
judgment the facts as set forth in 
the telegram which I have sent ap- 
peal to you, I trust you will send 
a similar telegram to the repre- 
sentatives in both branches of Con- 
gress from Massachusetts.

The board would be authorized to 
approve or reject loans by nuinicipal- 
itics. .\pproval would make the com- 
niniiwcalth a participant in the loans, 
since the proposed legislation provides 
that if the cities and towns do not 
repay the borrowed money on sched- 
ule, the state will.

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CITIES FACE CONTROL 
BY STATE COMMISSION 



A state C'jinmisslon clothed with authority to determine 
how much money cities of Massachusetts may appropriate 
this year looms as the inevitable result of the virtual bank- 
ruptcy of many municipalities. 

Such a commission will be insisted upon if the state is 
compelled to guarantee the payment of loans negotiated 
by cities and it is not improbable that a commission will be 
demanded by banks willing to provide funds to keep the 
wheels of local governments turning. 

The situation which has rapidly developed and which 
has compelled mayors of cities to look to the State House 
for financial assistance is the result of an orgy of reckless 
spending by narrow visioned and incompetent public offi- 
cials w^ho have been flagrant failures as managers of public 
business. 

If a comittission in control of muni.cipal expenditures 
is created, the management of cities > ill be transferred 
from mayors to the State House. 

Such an eventuality is what mayors are keenly anxious 
to avert but in the crisis which is more serious than has been 
admitted, they cannot refuse to accept the most exacting 
terms which are pronounced either by the legislature or the 
banking interests. 

For 10 years cities have been squandering money with 
a recklessness which has been astounding. Each succeed- | 
iiig year has brought the inevitable day of reckoning closer. 

That day has come. It is no refler-tion upon the ability 
of mayors who have recently assumed office that their city 
treasuries are empty and that banks are refusing to replen- 
ish them. 

The blame rests upon the mayors who were unable to 
peer into the future and to guard against an emergency 
which the long continued period of depression has created. 

In some cities where so-called "hard-boiled" mayors 
have been courageous enough to resist political clamor in 
order to afford proper protection to the taxpayers there is 
no financial embarassment. 

In other municipalities where a million dollar school 
house has been the rule rather than the exception, where 
hundreds of thousands of dollars have been unwarrantedly 
spent for projects which have served no justifiable public 
purpose, ar d where economy has been forgotten, debts can 
not be discharged. ' 

The solution ef the problem is in doubt. There are ac 
cumulating indications that control of municipal finances 
will be taken from elective local officials. A moratorium on 
municipal spending for needless purposes may be a real re- 
lief to the already overburdened taxpayers.

DIRECl FEDEHAL AID 



(Boston Herald) ' 

It is faoiish for ear.terners to dis- 
miss the subject of direct federaj re- 
lief as so uii-Anicrican and so sim- 
ilar to tlie dole ttiat it Is repugnant 
to the people. A r.ub-committM of 
the Senate has reported as approved 
a bill drawn by Senators La Polletto 
and Costigan, who is likely to be 
heard from very often hereafter, 
which would put $375,000,000 at the 
disposal of states on the basis of 
population and distre.ss. That the 
issue is not to be brushed aside 
lightly is indicated by the discussion 
scheduled for this evening at the 
chamber of commerce between Eliot 
Wadsworth of Boston, and Wilham 
Hcdson, executive director of the 
welfare council of New York. 

President Hoover is opposed to 
such federal grants. Walter Gifford, 
who heads the national relief com- 
mittee, is thoroughly in accord with 
him. The present attitude of Con- 
gress is shown by its refusal to heed 
the reouests of Mayors Walker of 
New York and Curlcy Of Boston. Of 
2700 chambers "TT?— commerce, 2500 
have put themselves on record as o|)- 
po.'-.ed to .such a .scheme, and only 200 
favor it. The reports coming to 
Washington are evidence that prac- 
tically all needs can be met by home 
communities without federal assist- 
ance. 

There is a genera! realization that 
the nation which is showing a deficit 
in the billions is not in a position to 
lavish huge ,sums on the states. 
There is al.so an understanding of 
the slowness of federal admini.stra- ; 
tion of funds, the wastefulness of it j 
and its general ineffectiveness. But ' 
it will be just as well for the public 
to inform itself, as the matter is 
certain to come up from time to 
time in various forms before Con- 
gress adjourns.

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M GOVERNMENT CAN'T 
E CITIES 

Hy HODNIOY DinTIJlOK 
WASHINGTON -Tlii;; ypars fcrt- 
oral deficll. o£ two billion dolhirs has 
given the Koverninent plenty I" worry 
about, but it has also haii brought 
forcibly to its ationtion Iho fad I hat 
American cities, incluiivjiB the very 
largeBt ones, have nlso been bavins 
serious financial troulilps. 

Now York and Boston vainly ap- 
pealed to congrcsK tliat municipali- 
ties be allowed to borrow from the 
itecor struction finance corporation, 
pleading inability to borrow on pro- 
spective fax collections. The plights 
of other cities, including Chicago, 
Philadelphia and Detroit, have been 
common knowledge. 

Altiiough the many charges ot 
graft, mismanagement and ovei- 
speiuling by municipal governnieiUb 
arD Atcn well-grounded, the eities,. 
except perhaps in the case of Clii-' 
cage, are not now in bad strait.1 
merely on that account. In fact, pom- 
management is not infrequently 
blamed for the fiscal troubles ot the 
federal government and for the fail 
uro ot many banks and business cor- 
porations. 

Nearly all cities and states liave 
excellent records for paying off their 
obligations on time and tlieir taxin<; 
powers and taxable properties have| 
always been regarded us top-grade 
securitv. But now they are beset by 
many defaults on tax payments de- 
flated iiroperty values whicli make 
property owners shriek at boom tune 
assessments and the prospects of ta^ 
increases and, linally a slump m the| 
market tor municipal bonds and 
short term loans coupled with un 
willingness of bankers to load up 
with the obligations at Ihis 'line 
when liquid funds are considered so 
desirable. , 

Many cities which find themselves 
unable to borrow are really in good 
financial condition. It is a norma 
practice to borrow in anticipation uf 
tax receipts, as Mayor Walker of New^ 
York and Mayor Curley of Boston 
have pointed •TTtttr-iiuflclenly deprived 
of the privilege, tliey become facetl 
with possible breakdowns of cit.v 
eovernnient. Curley reported indica- 
tions that many banks in New I<.ng- 
land would refuse to make siuli 
short-time loans. He declared that 
while i\v3 reconstruction corr.ora.- 
tloii was designed to support banks. 
"the injurious effects of the clos^ 
me ot financial institutions in Am- 
orlca can in nowise be '■ompared 
with the tremendous injury that wUl 
result if provision is not made for 
safeguarding the ™"">«'"f'f ^f.,. °J 
America." He warned against disas 
trou" effects of any suspension o! 
health, police, fire protection, wel- 
fare and educational activities. 

Alt*iough many cities have bor- 
rowed <^.-'vily in prosperous times, 
[he condition of few is to be com- 
na^-ed with that of Chicago whose 
nnai -s went chaotic some time ago. 
Usually states and cities are no con- 
sidered mainly responsible foi i«xnt 
declitles in their bonds which niakc 
^^^i^l^ym|vofltable_or diffl 
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cult for the t)ainfei«"'18*%andle. Nev- 
ertheless, municipal bankers have 
h<'cii demanding rotrcncluneuts and 
.•urtailments of expenses, notable ex- 
amples having been ohserved In De- 
troit and New York. 

Congress did not refuse the recon- 
struction finance bill for support ot 
the hanks, but it didn't dare lake im 
the burden of municipal hnancing, 
either. Senator Reed of Pennsylvania 
l.ointed to an already "serious condi- 
tion in federal bonds," asserting that 
bonds sold in Seiitemlier at par were 

now at S2. ,..,.■ 

Senator Couzens of Michigan, 
pointing to a widespread condition ir. 
whi( h some tax delinquents won t 
pay and some can't, says it Is noto- 
rious that tax collections are not be- 
ing pushed diligently. He hoasta 
that Detroit, after at first being 
refused loans by some banks and 
then putting her affairs in order, was 
able to borrow necessary money 
from her own automobile concerns 
and public utilities as well as $7,- 
500,000 from a Now York bank only 
last December. Detroit cut her bud- 
get $60,000,000, devised a plan for col- 
lection of delinquent taxes and 
adopted "a program of uneonipro- 
mising economy to bring expenditures 
within Income."

It IS expected that an oppo.>iltion 
slate pledged to Gov. Eoosevclt will 
be named bv the Boston mayor. 

The strategy of the Smith Demo- 
crats in Ma.wacliu.'ieU.s in .seeking to 
elect an i.nplecised delegation extends 
to a po.s.'ilble .swing toward United 
States Senator David I. Walsh oi* 
Gov. Joseph B. Ely as nominees for 
the vice presidency. 

The Democrats of Maasaehuselts 
are entitled to send delegates-at- 
large to the convention this year, 
three haiiug been added to the cu.s- 
tomavy four to which all states are 
entitled because the Buy State gave 
its electoral vote for the laemocratlo 
candidate }or President in te'28. 
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Obstacles to City Economies. 
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OSTON is r.iising a $3,000,000 fund for the relief of the un- 
employed. The need is great. In 1931 the city's welfare 
department disbursed $7,000,000, or about $4,000,000 more 
than the total sum spent for relief work in 1930. Up to 
1930 the average ajipropriation for public charity was less than 
$2,000,'D00. 

Relatively, public welfare expenditures by smaller cities, in- 
cluding Brockton, show as startling increase. Brockton's outlay 
for relief in 1931 was more than three times the total of normal 
years, while private charities advanced proportionately. 

Humanity's needs must be met. None offers the unhuman 
proposal that the unemployed and the unfortunate shall starve. 
The extremity does, however, demand retienchment in other di- 
rections. Cities can and should dispense with needs and service 
less elemental. But every effort in this direction meets with 
obstacles. 

Mayor Cudcy of Boston decided to omit Sunday band con- 
certs and complimentary luncheons and dinners. Why not, with 
other needs so desperate? But musicians and hotel men have 
protested, the proposed economics affecting their livelihood oi 
income. 

Every practical economy suggested by Mayor Baker of this 
city arouses opposition in some quarter, usually on grounds 
which would be legitimate were conditions normal. What the 
people of every city must realize is that conditions are abnormal. 
All of them must make some sacrifice. 



Unemployed To

New System Planned By 
Mayor Curley To Be 
Inaugurated Soon 

Boslon, Jan. 22.— Boston is expect 
cd to be the spickest comnmnity li 
America when a new system o: 
street cleaning, the plan of ^ajjpi 
Curley, goes into effect within tht 
neJtt few weeks. 

-Under the plan, the city will br 
divided into 126 areas, each ton.sist- 
Ing of five miles of streets In ad- 
dition to the regular men of thr 
public works department who wil 
go about their usual duties, for un- 
employed men, now receivin;? finan- 
cial a.ssistiincp from the city, wil. 
be assigned to each area to sweep 
each street daily and remov" debris. 

Street cleaning will be done with 
machine-like precision. Gutters 
will be cleaned daily and stagnant 
water no longer will be permitted 
in depressions in roadbeds. 

Divison Engineer Adolph Post 
of the sanitary division of the pub- 
lic works department has been as- 
signed to work out the details. 

Indications are that eventually a 
number of permanent iJositions will 
be created and that the system will 
become a regular part of the duties 
of the public works department. 

Jobless men assigned to tlie work 
will be drawn from the 3200 who 
now work several days a week in 
the park and public works depart- 
ments.

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CURLEY ADDRESSES 
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AUDIENCE OF 600 



Boston Mayor in Fervent Oratorical Appeal Pleads foi 
New Economic System — Believes Country Emerg- 
ing from the Depression, and Pays Tribute tc 
Hoover Program for Rehabilitation — Believes 
Money Loans to Europe Stifling America. 



(Special to The Enterprise) 
FITCHBURG, Jan. 29 — "I believe this country 
will emerge and solve its great problems of depres- 
sion, and the peoples will be the better for their ex- 
perience; they will realize their responsibilities and 
appreciate a better life and existence, emerging with 
the words on their lips and in their hearts, *I am my 
brother's keeper.' " 

Such was the attitude openly expressed by Mayoil 
Jamgs M, Curley of Boston, who last evening address- 
ed the'Chamber of Commerce and the public of Fitch- 
burg, 600 strong, in the city hall auditorium. It was 
the occasion of the annual meeting of the Chamber, 
and the attendance broke all previous records in the 
history of the organization. 

A bountiful turkey dinner was 
served by Caterer Harry E. Kendall. 
President Frederick Porter, expressed 



regret that some could not be served, 
declaring that only tickets enough 
for 500 were sold and dinners 
planned for that many. 

Rev. Max A. Kapp, pastor of the 
First Universalist Church, offered 
the mvocation and during the dinner 
and between lulls in the program 
Cline's Clover orchestra played.

Ready Cash, Cut Loans and 

Help Local Taxpayers

State House, Boston, Jan. 29— 
Representatives of large cities ap- 
peared before the I.eKisIativo Com- 
mittee on Taxation yesterday in 
favor of the bill of State Tax Com- 
missioner Henry F. I.-ong for the 
changinK of the date lor as5!e:ssmont 
of taxes from April 1 to Jan. 1 so 
as to make feasiljle a system ofpay- 
ment of taxes by installments. 

Aeeording to the plan of the com- 
missioner, the taxes would Ix; pay- 
able In half installments, the fir.st 
half due on Julv 1 and the other 
half on Oct. 1. Ho told the com- 
mittee that such a scheme would ho 
highly desiraltlo to cities and towiia 
as it woiiiu enable tliem to get their 
tax money in the treasury at early 
dates and save them from having 
to pay out huge sums of interest 
on loans secured in anticipation of 
taxes. 

He fold the committee that 916,- 
243 individuals throxigluut the 
Elate, or approximately 21 per cent 
of tlie poiuilatlon, pay taxes <jn, 
tangible property other than motor 
vehicles and that the average per 



individual is $21:1.50 a year. By 
his plan of taxpayers would find it 
more convenient, he thought','*T;o pay 
their tax assessments in half in- 
stallments, instead of having to pay 
out the full assea.snient in Novem- 
ber as under tho present law.

Mayor James M. Curley of Boston, 
a .Smith supporter in 1928, visited 
the New York executive and went 
home with the governor's assent to 
the entry of his name. This is the 
second primary Gov. Roosevelt has 
ugreed to enter. He revealed his 
candidacy in entering tliat of North 
Dakota. 

Mayor Curley doubted that Mr. 
Smith would enter the Massachu- 
setts" lists against Gov. Roosevelt. He 
said he was "inclined to believe Mr. 
Smith would'' rather resent the use 
of his name" in Massachusetts. He

May Reveal Plans. 
If Mr. Sinitli intends to contest with 
tlie governor for the D:raocratic presi- 
dfiitial nomiiuitiou, it w?s believed at 
the New York state capital that he 
could not pass up the opportunity ot 
gathering in the heavy block of votes 
in .Massachusttts, a State where ho Is 
considered especially strong. To get 
these votes be would have to enter 
the lists asainst Roosevelt. 

The former governor has- -not re- 
vealed his plans, but reports that ho 
and Gov. Roosevelt hail broken arc 
based largely on tlie assumption that 
the 192S candidate is at Ica.st receptive 
to the idea of another nomination. 

Mr. Roosevelt gave permission yes- 
terday to enter his name in the Bay 
Bt.ite primary, set for April iS, May- 
or James M. Curiey ot Boston, a Smith 
supporter in l'J2S. visited the New 
York executive and went home with 
the !,' ivermu-'s assent to the entry of 
his name. Tliis is the second primary 
Gov. Roosevelt has agreed to (jnter, 
He revealed his candidacy in entering- 
tliat of North Dakota. 

Mayor Cur'.ey doubted that Mr. 
Smith would enter the MassachuscttB 
lisis against tlov. Roosevelt. He said 
he was "inclined to believe Smith 
would rather resent tlie use o£ his 
name"' in Ma.ssachusetts. He adde^ i 
he expected Mr. Smith to nominate 
Mr. Roosevelt for the presidency at I 
the Democratic national convention^ 
In Chicago in June, saying it "would:
